slave in these countries. 

Third, Teaching a child in 
Kentucky. Perhaps ^ the follow- 
ing methods were never used in 
Morgan county but I have found 
them in Kentucky. 

The Teacher stands before a 
class in arithmetic states the fol- 
lowing problem: Reduce 2 bush- 
els to quarts; pupil recits or 
writes on the black board; 4 
times 2 bushels equals 8 (pecks) 
8 times 8 pecks equals 64 (ouarts, ) 
Next: 

About nine-tojath of aift the 
spelling taughtjn the common 
school is oral; about nine-tenths 
of all the spelling in after life is 
written; one is a training for the 
mouth and ear, the other is the 
work of the eye and hand. Tea- 
chers of Kentucky, why so much 
oral and so little written spell- 
ing. Why not leam to play the 
piano ^y singing and listening? 

What the difference? 

Teaching a child to read by 
the Chines method. One pupil 
at a time stands besides the tea- 
cher; the teacher points to the 
picture of “a toothless harrow” 
and says A ;'the pupil timidly says 
A ; probably the teacher, who is 
exceptionally gifted in the art, 
insted of pointing next to the 
picture of ‘‘oxen yoke” B, points 
to the picture of the ‘‘fish hook” 
J and pronounces J ; The pupil 
repeats the pronoun cation. I was 
an exceptionally ’smart boy v/hen 
I started to school, the pride of 
the family; yet it toox several 
months for me to master the 
letters in english language. I 
was in school a long time before 
I could tell p from q. 

I want you to notice these two 
points: after I learned the alpha- 
bet by heart, up and down, then 
I had to learn to read; and the 
very fact that I knew my letters 
hindered me from Reading well. 
I looked on the printed page for 
letters instead of thoughts and 
Words. I pronounced all the
